This is a decision on the petition filed October 21, 2003 under 
37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the holding of abandonment for the 
above-identified application. This decision is also in response 
to petitioner's "REQUEST FOR RE-DETERMINATION OF PATENT TERM" 
filed hereto. 



DECISION UNDER 37 CFR 1.181 



The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned June 12, 2003 for failure to 
timely submit the issue fee as required by the Notice of 
Allowance and Issue Fee Due ("Notice") mailed March 11, 2003. 
The Notice set a three (3) month statutory period of time for 
reply. Notice of Abandonment was mailed July 21, 2003. 

Petitioner argues that the issue fee transmittal form and issue 
fee payment form were timely submitted on June 11, 2003. 
Petitioner has submitted as proof of receipt of the alleged 
reply a date stamped - non-rocoipt of the non-final Office.
